e CONSTRUCTION OF AN ad- 
dition to the University Hospital, 
to allow the Hospital to -double in 
size and patient capacity its X-ray 
treatment facilities will begin as 
soon as weather permits, Dr. 
Cloyd H. Marvin, University Pres- 
ident, announced today. 

The new building will cost 
about $200,000 and will provide 
facilities for increasing from 500 
to 1000 the number of patients each 
month who can be treated with 
deep therapy X-ray for cancer and 
other malignant diseases. The 
number of X-ray pictures taken at 
the Hospital will remain the same, 
totaling about 1800 each month. 

The new building will be a one- 
story, Indiana limestone structure 
adjoining the present Radiology 
department on the 23rd street 
side of the Hospital. It will con- 
tain two lead-lined rooms ffir deep 
therapy X-ray treatments and a 
basement for X-ray film storage. 
It will also allow for expansion 
of other facilities, in the Radiol- 
ogy Department such as physi- 
ciuns' offices, diagnostic and treat- 
ment rooms and will permit the 
addition of a patients’ waiting 
room. 

The need for additional X-ray 
facilities has increased steadily 
since the opening of the Hospital 
six years ago, according to Dr. 
William W. Stanbro, Director of 
the Radiology Department. 

The jiew buildin g, which will 
be completed ^Turlng the summer 
of 1954, will help to ease this sit- 
uation, he added. It will also pro- 
vide facilities to care for the an- 
ticipated increase in cancer treat- 
ments arising from the expanded 
new quarters across from the 
Hospital on Washington Circle. 


Report Writing Gets 
Light Logical Touch 


• DR. CALVIN D. Linton’s new 
book, “How to Write Reports," 
which is now available to the gen- 
eral reading public and is being 
distributed as the January selec- 
tion of the Executive Book Club, 
Is a new approach to the subject. 

It is a general guide to writing 
reports on all subjects and not 
slanted toward one specific field 
nor filled -With sample reports. Dr. 
Linton’s belief that the stress 
should be on the basic skills nec- 
essary for competent report writ- 
ing has influenced the scope of his 
material. Effective writing, wheth- 


pends upon clarity, coherence, and 
brevity. 

Book Include* Surveys 

The first section of the book is 
a survey of the essential nature 
and function of written communi- 
cation in government and indus- 
try in the accelerated society of 
today. It defines and discusses the 
essential qualities of expository 
writing and the particular re- 
quirements of the report as a 
tool in modern communication. 

The second section covers meth- 
od and discusses logic and clear 
thinking, writing effective sen- 
tences and paragraphs, perform- 
ing efficient and accurate research 
and developing appropriate and 
effective style. 

The final section deals with 
mechanics, and contains a gram- 
mar and punctuation refresher, a 
discussion of outlining, notetaking, 
editing, proofreading and other 
related mechanical details. The 
principles of visual representa- 
tion through graphs and charts 
art also included in this section.

The new approach taken by Dr. 
Linton in writing his book may 
well be a determining factor In 
eliminating the jargon and ob- 
scureness found so frequently in 
government and business writing 
today. Instead of emphasizing the 
alleged differences in sentence and 
paragraph structure between re- 
ports on different subjects, it 
stresses the basic similarities 
found in effective writing. 

By writing this in a closely- 
knit, succinct style, Dr. Linton has 
ably demonstrated the object of 
his book. It is, to quote Mr. Mur-

• THE UNITED STATES Civil 
Service Commission has an- 
nounced a new Elementary Teach- 
er examination for filling positions 
in Indian Schools throughout the 
United States and Alaska. The 
salary is $3,410 a year. 

All applicants must have com- 
pleted a full 4-year course leading 
to a degree from an accredited 
college or university, including or 
supplemented by 24 semester 
hours in education of which 12 
semester hours must have been 
in elementary education. Students 
who expect to complete all the 
required courses within 90 days 
of the date of filing applications 
may apply.

GW, Still High Ranked , Plays at Virginia J

• GEORGE WASHINGTON, 
winner of eleven of twelve 
games, plays the University of 
Virginia at Charlottesville 
Thursday night and then re- 
mains idle until Saturday, Feb. 6. 
The Colonials will open the sec- 
ond semester of school and second 
half of the season by embarking 
on a three game tour of the Caro- 
linas, playing Duke, Saturday, 
Feb. 6; South Carolina, Monday, 
Feb. 8; and Furman, Tuesday, 
Feb. 9. 

The Colonials will try to regain 
some of their lost national prestige 
(after losing their first game to 
Maryland) and improve their wal- 
lowing offenses (that slipped mis- 
erably during their recdht road 
trip into Virginia and Maryland). 

GW, ranked seventh last week 
in the Associated Poll of news- 
papers and radio stations, is ex*- 
pected to fall a notch or two in 
the poll to be released this after- 
noon. The Colonials, who still 
possess one of the most outstand- 
ing won -loss records and the out- 
standing accuracy record in the 
nation, could conceivably remain 
in the the top ten near their pres- 
ent position. 

But the once proud devastating 
offensive machine of the G- 
Streeters, itself devastated in re- 
cent games, has slumped from a 
near 90-point average per game to 
82.5 per game. 

And the field goal accuracy 
mark of the Colonials, far ahead 
of any other college basketball 
team in America all season, 
slipped from 46.7% to 45% after 
an unimpressive performance 
against Maryland. 

The outstanding achievement 
the Colonials could point to this 
week after other honors seemed 
to be slipping away, , was their 
brilliant free throw accuracy 
mark. GW, defending national 
champion in foul shooting Ac- 
curacy, started the season with 
two poor games and owned a 
relatively poor mark of 70% after 
a half-dozen games, but after 
Maryland the Colonials were 
again riding high with a 75% 
record.
